In this and in moat of the guilds, work.

Long time hands are hired early. in the first 
month and the term for. which they are 
engayod expires with the year, Except for 
gravo offences, such as stvaling from the 
shops, fighting on the premises or in the 
streets, fixed habits of gambling, or othr 
practices calculated to bring the Hong into 
disrepute,: they cannot be discharged before 
the dine agreed upon has elapsed. 

Shoold the master determine to get rid 
of a long timo hand, beeause of laziness, 
unguitability, or some minor fuult,, the 
entire sum equal to his wages for the yoar 
must be paid. Short time hands are paid at 
the rate of one tsin (14 cents) per diom. 

Food, quality of which is determined by 
union rules, is in all the trades provided 
at tho shops and factories by the masters. 
Beating button makers stop work for the 
day at the time of the second watch, about 
8.30 p.m, Canton watchmen are sagacious 
enongh to denote the time first in streets 
where factory workmen are umployed, and 
should’ these guardiatis of the city fail to 
begin announcing the hour in front of the 
facturies they would suon receive an un- 
pleasant reminder, of their duty from the 
workimen, 

Immediately on hearing the watch the 
workmen prepare tu leave, and the custom

SALT LAKE AND SALT LAKE CITY., 


The vall y of Salt Lake js 5,000 to 6,000 
feet above sea level, about 200 miles long 
north and south, and of. irregular width, 
varying from 20 to 50 miles: On the east 
side the Wagutah range aad on. the weat 
the Oguirch Mountains rs abruptly, bare, 
rine and previpituos. ‘Lo the north the 
valluy is olused in by tho mountain ranges, 
and svuthward ib risva up to the tableland 
of Ariziona. Twenty milea south of Salt 
Lake’ City is Lake Utah, a beautiful aheet 
of pure water, and from it northwards 
through the yolley fuwa a considerable 
atreain, tailed the Jordan, to the Great 
Salt Take, which without apy outlet fills 
the hottua: of the basin. The water of the 
Salt Lake contains about seventeen per 
cont. of sulid matter, chiefly common sult, 
und is extremely bitter. Ita height has 
varied as much in the last thirty years ay 
ning fest, rising and falling irregularly. 
At ane time the whole valley had been an, 
inland sea, aud the old margius are visible 
along the mountain: sides. One level at 
whioh . the lake had - stood for-a long 
period is 800 feet above the present lake, 
but 03° tho same — margi: varies 
200 or“ 300 feet in’ height, changes have 
taken plate in the level of the Jand as well 
as of the water, The: lake lies nearly 20 
miles north-west of Salt Lake City,‘and is 
much frequented in summer by bathers, for 
whose. accommodation the Morméus have 
built 6 railway...
